The only reply that we have received is, honestly, unsatisfactory. The South Hollywood Neighborhood Association has 
been in contact with about 10 other associations around us (Larchmont, Melrose, West Hollywood, Hollywood Fountain, 
etc.) and they concur with the desire to relocate the Food Truck. The people who run the Food Truck have expressed 
the desire to relocate as well. 


We realize that finding a new location for the Food Truck is difficult and also that some areas have already been 
considered, but we all also need relief from the problems attendant to the Food Truck being on the cusp between WeHo 
and all of the Hollywood areas and adjacent to Melrose, etc. The City Council, your “turf”, is the only organization that 
we’re aware of who can make this happen. 


Mr. Ryu, Mr. Koretz, Mr. O’Farrell - we, the citizen residents in your respective districts, need the Council to make the 
necessary changes and locate a site that will work for the truck and for all of us at the earliest possible date, hopefully 
before the end of August this year.
